The list of aerious accidents occur­ 
ring at the junction of Citrus avenue 
with, the Cienega boulevard to Charter 
Oak, was increased on Thursday night, 
when a 
Ford 
automobile driven by 
Clancey Pearl, a young Covina 
auto 
machinist, struck a big car driven by 
Oscar Miller, local real estate and in­ 
surance man, resulting in the demoli­ 
tion of the Ford and the injury of three 
men riding in the Ford. 


Miller was making tho turn from the 
Charter Oak boulevard into Cjtrus ave­ 
nue. . While his car was on the swing 
the Ford attempted to pass, on its way 
straight up 
Citrus 
avenue 
towards 
Azuaa. The Ford struck the rear fender 
of Miller's 
machine and 
was turned, 
over and crushed in "the ditch. 
The 
axle on Miller 'a car was broken. In the 
car 
1 with Pearl were Charles Clark and 
Claud Groover. 
All three young men 
were brought to the offices of Covina 
physicians, where it 
was 
ascertained 
that all were seriously bruised, but no 
bones were broken or lasting injuries 
received. 
Yesterday all three of the 
men were confined to their homes 


The junction of the boulevard with 
Citrus avenue is known to be one of tae 
most dangerous turns in Southern Call 
fornia. 
Last Saturday night a purty 
of people in a Ford went into the curb

Their names were not 
secured as the people were able to pro 
ceed. 
A week ago a Hupmobile was 
wrecked at this corner when the driver 
did not realize that ho was so - near 
the turn and went on against the curb 
ro< years ago'xa.

Joel Stebbins, former Fellow at 
the Lick Observatory, w h o took his P h . 


D, 
at the University of California in 


1003, 
has succeeded in measuring the 
light of the stars more accurately than 
anybody 
else ever before. 
And now, 
in honor of his important 
discoveries, 
tho Draper Gold Medal in Astrophysics 
has just been conferred 
upon him by 
tho National Academy of Sciences. This 
followed close 
on tho 
National Aca­ 
demy's award of the Watson Modal to 
Professor A. O. Louschner of tho Uni­ 
versity of California for his discoveries 
of 
better 
methods 
of computing or­ 
bits. 


It had always been a great 
puzzle 
to know how to measure accurately the 
relative brightness of the stars. 
More 
delicate methods were needed, in par­ 
ticular 
for recording 
the changes in 
brightness of the variable 
stars—stars 
whoso light waxes or wanes. 


A key to the puzzle was wrought 
by Dr. Stebbins—with the medal sele­ 
nium. 
While a Fellow at. the famous 
Lick Observatory on Mount 
Hamilton, 
under 
Direcor 
W. W, Campbell, and 
while a graduate student of the Uni­ 
versity 
of 
California, 
Dr. 
Stebbins 
spent 
several 
years 
experimenting on 
the construction of a selenium 
photo­ 
meter—a 
device 
for 
measuring tho 
light of a star by tho aid of selenium. 
This metal has a romarkablo property 
of changing in conductivity for an elec­ 
tric 
current 
when light 
falling on it 
grows strongor or dimmer. 
A tiny var­ 
iation in tho brightness 
of a 
star's 
light causes n corresponding 
variation 
in tho 
quantity 
of 
electric 
current 
which will pass through selenium. 


Other 
capable 
physicists 
had

to make successful use of this principle 
in measuring 
starlight,

But after several years of work 
at the Lick Observatory, Dr. Stebbins

KNOWLEDGE OF STATE HISTORY. 


The generous patriotism of the Na­ 
tive Sons of the Golden West in sup-' 
porting Fellowships in 
Pacific 
Coast 
History nt the University di California 
is bearing excellent fruit. 


So much success has been achieved 
by C. E. Chapman, 
formerly 
one of 
these Nativo Sons Fellows, in his teach­ 
ing this past year that he has been pro­ 
moted to bo Assistant Professor of Cal­ 
ifornia History. 
This is rapid advance­ 
ment, for it is only a year ago Presi­ 
dent Wheeler telegraphed to the Grand 
Parlor, in session at Los Angeles, of 
Dr. Chapman's appointment as Instruc­ 
tor—the first man to devote his whole 
time to teaching California History. 


For two years previously.. Dr. Chap­ 
man held a 
Native 
Sons 
Traveling 
Fellowship. In Seville, Spain, he made 
valuable discoveries 
concerning Cali­ 
fornia History, in the Archievo de las 
Indias. 
Also he went to the island of 
Mojorca, in 1013, to represent the State 
and the Native Sons at the celebration 
of the two-hundredth 
anniversary of 
the birth 
of 
Father Junipero Serra, 
founder of the Franciscan missions of 
California. 


Now, moreover, Professor 
Chapman 
has been granted the degree of Doctor 
of Philosophy by the University of 
California. 
- His thesis, soon to be pub­ 
lished, is on " T h e Preliminaries of the 
Spanish Advance from Sonora to Cali­ 
fornia, 
16S7-1773." He is writing, also, 
a volume on "California 
during tl« 
Spanish Period," based upon his origi­ 
nal researches rn Spain. 


But the history of California 
must 
be studied in California as well as in 
Spain, and Dr. Chapman regards it as 
part of his new duties to visit and be­ 
come acquainted with as many as pos­ 
sible of the Native- Sons Parlors. Al­ 
ready he has spoken before several of 


them. Besides his regular lecture course 
in the University, he is to offer ad­ 
vanced work in California History next 
year. 
So hereafter those, who go out 
from the University to teach in the 
High. Schools can teach history with 
adoquate understanding of the part 
California has played in American life, i 
What Dr. Chapman has accomplished, 
and the valuable work of historical in­ 
vestigation being 
done by. the other 
Fellows maintained by the Native Sons, 
demonstrates, the University believes, 
the wisdom of the far-sighted generos­ 
ity of the Native Sons in stimulating 
the study and teaching of the unique 
history of 
their 
own incomparable 
State.

WASHINGTON, 
D. C,—A recent 
•publication issued by the government 
says: "California 
is 
extending its 
acreage/in walnuts. The crop for sev­ 
eral years 
has exceeded 
20,000,0.00 
pounds annually. 
I n the Puente and 
Covina section 2,200 acres are just be; 
ginning to bear, 800 acres are in young- 
trees, while a large additional acreage 
is now being planted. 
When this acre­ 
age is in full bearing the Puente Wal­ 
nut Growers' Asociation, it is stated, 
will be obliged to operate the largest 
walnut packing and cleaning house in 
the world. 
Imported walnuts are du­ 
tiable at 2c per pound not shelled, and 
4c per pound shelled. 
Imports of the 
unshelled totaled, 28,000,000 pounds and 
of the shelled 9,000,000 pounds 
into 
the United States 
during 
the'fiscal 
year 1914. 
Their total value was-$4> 
300,000. 
Although California has at­ 
tained a large production of walnuts, 
importations show no diiniauatioa."
